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OU need not charge your 
Y memory with them in 
learning them, or any of 
the tollowing Tables by heart, they 
are added for example fake, and 
more curioſity in this Art: For 
any word may be written by the 
foregoing Rules, and is at thy own 
choice to learn any further, 
Only let me ſay thus much for 
the Alphabetical Table of words 
of any ſort in page 34. which are of- 
ten in uſe, it's worthy your learn- 
ing, and but little trouble to me- 
mory, being drawn from the let- 
ters of the Alphabet, and in a ſhort- 
er way than can be written by the 
Rules of the Book. 


Such as learn this Art muſt write the Chara&- 
ers ſmaller than theſe which are cut in 
wood, for Example of the Learner. 
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
